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ISRAEL IN EUROPE. 

“The appearance of ‘Israel in Europe,’ by 
G. F. Abbott (Macmillan and Co.) is” says 
the “Atheneum” well-timed. Althongh poli 
tical. Zionism, which a few years ago stirred 
the imagination of many, is once more under 
an eclipse, the Jewish question in Russia, 
Roumania, and elsewhere continues to com 
mand its full degree of interest in economic 
and other circles ; and as one of the great 
fanctions of history is to throw light on 
présent. day problems, a work like the one 
now before us ought to prove useful to many 
readers. The collection of the large and varied 
mass of materials which go to make up this 
long story of soffering, partial degradation, 
and pretty general victory of the better 
elements of hamanity, most have entailed an 
enormous amount of laboor, and the arrange 
ment of the details thus obtained could have 
been no easy task ; and it is therefore the 
more to the credit of our author that the 
result is an easy and pleasant narrative, 
engaging the reader's attention without at 
any time producing the sense of weariness 
which sometimes accompanies the perusal of 
more elaborate and ambitious historical essays 

The reflective portions of the work, though 
also well and fluently written, are, it must be 
owned, not always fully convincing. The con 
trast between Hebraism and Hellenism <palt 
with at the beginning of the book, for instance, 
resolves itself, in the anthor’s mind, chiefly 
into the well-known opposition between Oriental 
and Occidental habits of thought. But if 
this were so, why should Hellenism have had 
to wage a much fiercer war against the Hebrew 
portion of the Bast than against the Syrian 
element of the same neighbourhood. The fact 
is that it was not so much the Orientalism of 
the Hebrew which refused to coalesce with 
Greek ideals as his strict monotheism, and it 
is on this that the weight of the argument 
ought to have rested. It also seems to us that 
the resemblance, “to the minutest details,” 
between the Puritans and the Jews, so strongly 
insisted on in chap. xviii, has been much 
exaggerated by the writer's facile pen, and 
that more stress ought to have beea laid on 
the religious hopes and aspirations of the time, 
which were undoubtebly one of the chief motive 
powers in bringing abont the resettlement of 
the Jews in this country. As, however, the 
reader will be mainly interested in the narra 
tive portions which are the sum and substance 
| of the book, he will not be much distarbed 
| by these incidental defects; but will continue 
| to peruse the volume with interest until he 
| reaches its final page 
| The scope of the work is so wide that it 
would be impossible to inclade even a fair 
selection of its details within the limits of this 


notice. It is also, no doubt, on account of the 
vastness of the sabject that the .arthor ha+ 
heen obliged to exclade a number of incidents 
which would have found a place in a more ela 
borate publigation on the history of the Jew 

in Europe. | A writer who undertakes to set 


forth in not too bulky a volume the adventure 
of a most versatile pm ople among Many rece.

STATISTICAL RETURNS. 


“The want of complete and trustworthy 
statistical data as to the nomber and educa- 
tional importance of schools in Egypt, “says 
Mr. Randone, director of the Statistical Depart- 
ment of the Ministry of Finance,’ “was never 
before felt to such a dqgree as at the present 
time ; the question of improving educational 
methods and extending public instruction 
occupying as it does, the attention of both 
Government aud public opinion all over the 
civilized world. Therefore, this department 
felt it'its duty to try and facilitate the study 
of this problem by collecting the necessary 
information about both governmental and 
private, Egyptian and foreign schools......... 
Before all, | think it necessary to. make those 
who may examine the returns, acquainted 
with the method sdopted by this department 
for the collection of the information. 
In so doing, I intend to show them that the 
deficiencies are not derived from the way in 
which the work has been organized and carried 
on, bat merely from a very singular state o 
local conditions. At the request of this depart- 
ment the local authorities, consular repre- 
sentatives and religions communities kindly 
farnished a list of schools placed under their 
respective jurisdictions. According to the data 
contained in these lists and the i i 
directly collected by this department, a first 
provisional list of edacational establishments 
existing in the country was drawn up, 
A copy of this list and a blank form for 
the collection of general data was supplied 
to the directors of schools » whose names 
were entered in the above list. By a circular 
addressed to them at the same time, they 
were reqaested to fill in and return the 
form, and also to point oat to this Depart- 
ment any mistakes or omissions they might 
have noted in the list. The same documents, 


One of the most important, and at the same 
time remarkable, and even paradoxical, features 
of the existing financial crisis is the continued 
incttase in the price of rents, especially as 
regards the smaller houses, and the consequent 
fight between landlord and tenant. 

This morning more than eighty cases con 
cerning rent disputes were presented at the 
Mixed Tribunals of Alexandria, In the major 
ity of these cases the eviction of the tenant, 
on the groands of the latter having refused 
to pay the increased rent was demanded. 

We cannot but regret this effort of the land 
lords at the present moment of stress to make 
80 serious an effort to raise the rental value of 
their houses to soch a price as to force the 
settlement of the question by law. The natural 
consequence of general poverty, such as is now 
apparent among all classes in Egypt, is a ten- 
dency towards the lowering of all prices, and 
especially so in the case of rents, when the 
prices are already elevated to such a degree as 
to make existence in comfort almost impossible 
to those of ordinary income 

In the town of Alexandria, the increase in 
rénts during recent years has caused what 
might be described, almost without exaggera- 
tion, abject proverty, and many families now- 
a-days find it most difficult to make both ends 
meet. 

Moreover, for such a situation as the popula- 
tion of Alexandria is now suffering from, for 
the difficulty with which the man of moderate 
means can now live in comparative comfort, the 
Municipality of this town is in no small degree 
responsible. For more than five years the 
question of economical houses, to which we 
have given constant attention, has been 
practically disregarded, for they have up to the 
present failed to come to any decision. It has 
been suggested to us that the reason for this 


neglect of a most excellent project is accompained by a similar request, were also 
that the members of the Manicipality | addressed to the diplomatic representatives 
are in most cases landlords and fear | and religious communities. 

that it would be against their personal| “Further, a second provisional list was 


published, which contained the information 
collected im the first form, and in which 
this department had introduced the modi- 
fications suggested. With this second list, 
this department sent to the directors of 
schools the necessary blank forms to be 
filled in with detailed data as to the num- 
ber of both teachers, and pupils, their na- 
tionality, age, religion, ete. In order to avoid 
any omission or mistake in the distribution 
of forms a postcard was also supplied on 
which the directors of schools might ack- 
nowledge the receipt of the docoments men- 
tioned above and ask at the same time for 
whatever else they might need ; vis, a sup- 
plementary provision of blanks or any 

ations as to how they should be filled in, 
As a result of these precautions, among 
520 schools to which the demand for in- 
formation was sent, only 15 (mostly pro- 
vineial establishments) did not supply us 
with the required information, or if sent 
they did not reach ua. 

“I will now explain and point out the cause 
ofthe deficiencies which occur in these returns. 
In the first place, the principal omission is 
that no information is given as tothe examina- 
tions, the teaching, and the passing of pupils 
to higber schools, On this subject it should be 
said that the present publication is a statistical 
return of pupils at schools in Egypt and not a 
complete presentation of the educational sta- 
tistics of the country.

It 
intended mainly to lay down a basis fora 
further elaboration of complete statistics on 
schools, which I hope may shortly be under- 
taken. 

“In the second place, this work may be 
considered to present too detailed a classifica- 
tion of schools and papils by nationality, 
religion, age, ete. But those who know the 
country and the importanee of the part which 
foreign colonies and religious communities 
play here, will certainly agree that this depart- 
ment must always have present in its mind, in 
elaborating such kind of work, the interests of 
these bodies, and should make it possible for 
them to find in it the information spontaneously 
furnished by each one separately.

BRUTALITY IN CONGO. 


LEMAIR'S REVELATIONS. 


Major Lemair is continuing the publication 
of his recollections of the Congo Independent 
State. The major served eighteen years in the 
Congo in command of native troops. On_ his 
return to Belgium he was informed that he 
would be prosecuted for cruelty toward the 
men under him, and he retaliated by beginning 
the publication of a sensational exposure of 
revolting conditions prevailing in the native 
army. 

Aside from painting a black picture of the 
conditions in the Congo the memoirs of the 
major reveal that the scientific expedition led 
by him into the Bairelghaza region, on the 
northern frontier, in 1904, was an expedition 
for conquest in disguise. The major says that 
King Leopold gave him personal instructions 
to vanquish the Anglo-Egyptian forces coming 
down from the Soudan at any cost. “TL cannot 
‘be held accountable for these acts,” the major 
writes, “Iam only responsible for the complete 
execution of these instructions.” 

Major Lemair admits that on several ocea- 
sions in the course of this expedition which 
lasted for three years and two months, he 
caused native soldiers and even their wives to 
be flogged. He penetrated to regions never 
before reached by a white man and inhabitated 
by wild tribes and cannibals, and he says that. 
there was no way other than flogging to pre- 
serve the discipline necessary to the safety 
and success of an expedition among brigands 
accustomed to kill, raid and capture and to 
illtreat women. In every instance of flogging, 
however, he faithfully reported the facts, and 
never received a word of censure. On the 
contrary, he met nothing except praise for his 
conduct of this expedition, and he was decorat- 
ed by King Leopold. No charges were preferred 
against the major until the administration 
decided that he had been too insistent in calling 
attention to the frightful and unchecked abuses 
in the Congo.

These papers insinuated that Leniair had been 
guilty of murder, the violation of native women 
and of using the heads of children for target 
practice. When M. Beernaert demanded. proof 
of these charges the Secretary of State for the | 
Congo offered to withdraw thé Aconsations, 
quash the prosecution and retain Major Lemair 
in the service —anything, in fact, to hush the 
matter up—but M. Beernaert informed him : 
“Tt is too late: we will prosecnte now.” 

Major Lemair’s narrative of the hardships 
and trials endured doring the Bair-el-Ghava 
expedition rival the experiences of Dr. Living- 
stone. One occasion, accompanied only by an 
interpreter, he advanced fifty miles beyond 
his column to treat with a native sultan. 
He not only faced death, but ran the risk 
of being eaten, as the natives were cannibals. 
On another occasion he parleyed for an hour 
and a half, standing knee deep in water the 
while, and surrounded by savages armed with 
lances, knives and bludgeons. 

Throughout his entire service Major Lemair 
never carried a revolver when ont to punish 
the troops.
